THE INVENTOR'S GENIUS. 


JfiuKlnverlnit In Military and Com- 


mercial Warfare. 


War is always a ihorrible possibility 


in the present condition of European 
politics, but \\hjm divested pi its per- 
sonal and political details it cnnnot but 
possess a peculiar fascination for the 
engineer, esiycinlly since engineering 
has so largely entered into all the 
metihoOs of modern warfare. Since the 
last great war the machinery of warfare 
lias been almost entirely recreated, and, 
indeed, many devices have been invent- 
ed, constructed and become obsolete, 
without ever having had a chance to 
show what they wove worth in actual 
combo t. 
Should the great powers be- 


come involved In warfare, however, 
there is no doubt that numerous me- 
chanical devices, till the present kept 
secret, will appear in various lines of 
lighting maohinery, and it it not im- 
possible that, as in the duyb of the Man- 
Hor, airmarneiits and equipments upon" 
which 'millions 'have been spent wiU 
find themselves rclcgnlted to the curios- 
ity shop over night. 


The restless ingenuity of the invent- 


or is almost as much of a bone to the 
leaders of commercial warfare ns to 
the lords of militarism. It has been 
snid, and doubtless with'truth,'that the 
managers of ;thegi'eat commercial com- 
binations consider tihc possibilities of 
superseding inventions as the greatest 
clement of risk in thelir calculations. 
From tills point of attack industrial' 
combination's are almost helpless, for no 
degree of business skill can avail when 
\vliolu plants nro rendered obsolete by 
the ad'ent of some new 
device or 


process which may stipplan't the entire 
method of manufacture, if not tlic prod- 
uct itaolf. It is this^-equalizing element 
wiiicli may,'in obedience to-dhc Inw of. 
srpply nnd demand, check to a great 
extent MIC growth oi (jommcrciiU com- 
binations, intended tq control produc- 
tion, prices and business. The .very-site- 
cuss of a business combination sets in- 
ventors to work devising 
methods, 


processes and machines to accomplish 
similar results by other menus, and no 
man knows what n day may bring forth 
when tlhe tide of invention is turned in 
any given direction. The natural laws 
of tho physical forces must control In 
the end, and-it. is to those laws that Uie 
development of tho cotnmercinl side, ns 
well .as .the tcchnipnl portion of human 
industry, must look for ultimate gnid- 
lipeo.—Cassier's Magazine.

vene Iu Auatin, Texas, October 16th 
and will continue nntll tbo 20th, inclu- 
sive. Governor Culberson of Texar,. 
write* Governor Sadler that it is 
scarcely necessary to suggest tbe grout 
importance of this Congress and tbe 
far reaching effects its deliberation 
may have upon tbe prison population 
of the several states. One of the chief 
purposes of prosecution for crimes be- 
ing the reformation of criminals no 
more humane and laudable work can 
command public attention than tbe 
care and treatment of convicts with 
tho view of restoring them to the ranks 
of good citizenship.

Prison, like all Institutions of the kind, 
Is expensive, tbo people would prob- 
ably object to appropriating any of the 
public funds for such a purpose, yot it 
ml«ht be money well expended.
